Some critics even called for the president's head when

Raul Blanco gave the key to his sudden resignation when 
he said: “Tony Labbozzetta was creating problems for 
himself by backing me up. It is, therefore, Fetter all round 
for Marconi if I get out now. 

“T hated to resign because Marconi is a marvellous 
Soccer club and Tony is a great president. But this seems 
the only solution.” 

It was obvious from the start of this World Cup 
qualifying year that Marconi Datsun would be in for a

ASF Marketing has just 
completed a far-reaching 
report on football and mar- 
keting which was re- 
quisitioned by the PSL, 


Which way must Soccer 
move in Australia? 


First, the Soccer that ex- 
ists and that which can 
grow as a public entertain- 
ment must be hived off 
from the general body of 
Soccer which is played as a 
recreation only. 


Two divisions 
most likely 

That being so, the 
Structure must alter to ac- 
commodate it, whilst stan- 
dards are maintained and 
increased as quickly as 
possible. 

Of the possible changes 
that could be made in the 
short and medium term, 
the most likely to be im- 
plemented is a simple Nor- 
th (or better called Eastern 
Australia) and South (Sou- 
thern Australia) configura- 
tion, 

Costs, geography, stan- 
dards of administration and 
play demand it. 


Australia is not endowed 
with the cities or popula- 
tion of countries such as 
Britain, West Germany or 
the United States to rely 
upon one or two major 
clubs only in cities such as 
Sydney and Melbourne. 


Too many (in round 
figures 6,000,000) of Au- 
stralia's 14mill. population 
congregate into these two 
cities, in a country of three 
million square miles, to al- 
low them to have only a- 
couple of teams each. 

And, looking to the 
realities of standard of 
play, administration and 
entertainment, a Northern 
Division could support a 
maximum of 14 clubs and 
Southern Division 10-12. 

The point being bandied 
around at present calls for. 
clubs having 9, 11 or 13 
home games. What non- 
sense! 

Surely the lesson of re- 
cent years is that progress 
starts with one major cham- 
Pionship, one major cup, 
with a question mark over 
play-offs unless the North 
American Soccer League 
system is found viable. 

This year the PSL clubs 
have 15 home games to put 
before their fans. 

This is reasonable — to 
go much below it is to deni- 
grate the standing of the 
sport. 

So if any division of the 
Philips League has 10 or 12 
teams it must surely play 
three complete rounds in- 
stead oftwo. 


Extended play-offs 
should be avoided general- 
ly unless once again the 
NASL system can be prop- 
erly explored for a limited 


Period, 


Abandon State 
Federations 

Now to the second major 
point, and doubtless the 

most important one of all. 

It concerns the means of 
controlling spectator- 
orientated Soccer in Au- 
stralia. 

There is no question that 
Soccer would improve by 
leaps and bounds if the ma- 
jor clubs were governed by 
only one organisation, and 
certainly in North and Sou- 
th, if not in Western Au- 
stralia at the outset, 

The very first thing that 
any management con- 
sultants worth their salt 
would address themselves 
to in Australian Soccer 
would be to abandon the 
various State controlling 
bodies in senior football 
and create one organisa- 
tion. 

The present State Feder- 
ations create different 
rulings, styles of competi- 
tions and differences to the 
national competition. 

Only one major league is 
needed embracing the PSL 
and present State Leagues. 

Certainly there would be 
additional control points in 
some capitals for the sec- 
ond division or State-level 
competitions, but there 
would only be one set of 
rules, 

Spectator-drawing com- 
petitions would link in to- 
gether without overlap. All 
clubs would have a say in 
their own destiny and high 
quality professional man- 
agement would be in- 
creased.
